Johnson Joins Panel 
In Annexation Debate 


“More and more education has 
become necessary for our young 
people in this age of technical 
advances.” 

So stated Dr. John E. Johnson, 
SAC President, during a panel 
debate over the relative merits 
of the proposed annexation of 
Garden Grove Unified School 
District and the Santa Ana Jun- 
ior College District, last Wednes- 
day before the Garden Grove 
Board of Realtors. 

Dr. Johnson went on to say 
that “Every young person has 
the right to try higher education. 
A reasonable cost is necessary, 
however, and the community col- 
lege appears to be the answer.” 
His opinion was shared by Dr. 
Hilton D. Bell, Garden Grove 
District Superintendent. The two 
men faced questions from Gar- 
den Grove Councilman Laurence 
J. Schmit, who urged the audi- 
ence to give careful study to the 
issues in the December 12 an- 
nexation and bond election be- 
fore giving their approval. 

“We are subject to the will of 
a junior college to accept our 
students,” Dr. Bell said. He 
pointed out that it is hard for 
Garden Grove students to find a 
college open to them because of 
the growth of enrollment. 


Garden Grove has previously 
tried to join the Orange Coast 
and Santa Ana College Districts. 
The larger proposed district was 
approved by Garden Grove, but 
was scuttled by voters in Orange. 

In the past 10 years, colleges 
have increased 100 per cent in 
enrollment and in the next ten 
years it will double again, Dr. 
Johnson pointed out. 

According to Schmit, Garden 
Grove voters were given mislead- 
ing information if they thought 
they were going to get a campus 
in Garden Grove. 

“The bulk of the money will 
be spent on the campus in Santa 
Ana,” he said. If Garden Grove 
ever gets a campus, Garden 
Grove will have to pay for it, he 
believes. 

“They'll have room for us for 
the next four or five years. SAC 
doesn’t without expansion. Why 
not have Grove students go to a 
campus where there is room for 
them?” 

Dr. Johnson stated that pass- 
age of the annexation and bond 
issue would mean a ten cent or 
twenty cent reduction in the tax 
rate and that joining a district 
would mean a shifting of sup- 
port from the local taxpayer to 
a higher proportion of state aid.

CLOUD OF DUST 

“And we're going to make 
some changes to get there if we 
have to.

There won’t be 
anymore of that three yards and 
a cloud of dust stuff,’’ he promis- 
ed. 

“Next year, we have a tre- 
mendous group of young men 
coming back. It’s the best group 
of freshmen I’ve had in my four 
years here. Against Orange Coast 
we started eight freshmen,” he 
explained. 

_ OCC BOTTLENECK 

The Orange Coast pairing of 
the two Eastern Conference 
schools presented the Dons with 
quite a bottleneck for their hopes 
of gaining a better position in the 
Eastern Conference. 

The Dons came to life with 
less than two minutes to play be- 
fore bowing to Orange Coast 
14-8 in the conference finale at 
LeBard Stadium November 17. 

FLYING DUTCHMAN 

On a 51-yard drive in twelve 
plays with 9:32 left in the first 
quarter, Frank Weirath of the 
Orange Coast Pirates sailed the 
“Flying Dutchman” over the 
goal line from the one foot line. 
Paul Lemoine found a gaping 
hole in the uprights and blasted 
a conversion giving the Bucca- 
neers a 7-0 lead. 

With 10:32 remaining, the Pi- 
rates sailed 87 yards in 16 plays 
to find the sunken treasure of 
victory, with a 14-0 lead. Yet, 
the Downtrodden Dons came 
back with a “I’ve not yet begun 
to fight” spirit and scored a 
touchdewn on a seven-yard aer- 
ial from Rich Beber to Jim Mor- 
gan. 

On a fake PAT boot, Beber 
sprinted over left tackle for two 
points ebbing the final score to 
14-8. 


Poloists Miss Chance 
For Playoff Spot 


After treading their way into 
the. foreground of SAC athletics 
with a second-place finish in the 
Eastern Conference, the Don 
water poloists missed a chance 
to travel to the State playoffs by 
losing a crucial playoff for the 
berth to Fullerton, 8-7. 

At the end of regular play, the 
Dons lagged behind the confer- 
ence leaders, Orange Coast with 
an undefeated record of nine 
wins, by tying Fullerton and 
Chaffey with identical record of 
seven and two. 

Sinee the EC does not flip 
coins, the conference playoff be- 
tween the three schools was play- 
ed at Rio Hondo College, site of 
the Southern California Chamn- 
ionships this week, with Fullerton 
downing the Dons and Chaffey, 
8-5. 

Despite the final-game loss. 
Coach Bob Gaughran commented 
on his third season at SAC, say- 
ing ‘‘We did quite well. This was 
the second best season for us as 
we tied for second place. Our 
overall season record was 16-8. 

“Our biggest problem was that 
we didn’t quite generate enouvh 
offense when we needed it. We 
lost two important ones agains‘ 
Fullerton (10-3) and Orange 
Coast (12-11),’ continued the 
SAC athletic director. 

The high scorer for the Don 
team was sophomore Dour Gregg 
with 60 tallies out of 126 at- 
tempts. Second was Greg Elter- 
man, another sophomore, with 
46, and Mark Nelson and John 
Abdon with 23 apiece. 

For Coach Gaughran, this 
boosts his lifetime record at SAC 
to 52 wins versus 21 losses as the 
Dons scored 279 points this year 
winning the Southland Tourna- 
ment also. 

Four Dons were named to the 
All-Eastern Conference water 
polo team this week. They are 
Gregg,.Tim Fuller, Mike Thomp- 
son and Nelson. 


LOSE ON POINTS 

The Dons won the game in 
every department except the 
scoreboard as the SAC tidal- 
wave piled up 138 yards on 13 
pass completions and carried the 
ball enough to ground out 344 
net yards gained on offense. 


Far behind was the Pirate’s 
margin of 89 passing yards and 
1388 yards rushing for a total of- 
fensive punch of 227 yards. The 
SAC squad even outclassed the 
Bucs with 16 first downs to 
OCC’s 15. 

None-the-less, the Dons ended
